STOCKPILING 


Much has been heard about the stockpiling 


of strategic materials. Now the country is 
told that the necessity for building the stock- 
piles of these materials has becpme so press- 
ing that civilian requirements no longer will 
be considered a limitation on the program. 


The stockpiles being built by the govern- 


ment are stores of the materials which are 
essential in war and which tend to be hard to 
get: In war. 'Rubber, lead and copper are ex- 
amples of the materials being accumulated. 
The stores are being accumulated not*:for 
specifically planned use, but to be laid aside, 
to be sure that they will be available in the 
event o f war.

The necessity for setting these things aside 


for possible future need can be appreciated, 
by everyone, from the experiences with rub- 
ber, gasoline, some foods, and other items in 
tho last war. And yet it must be regarded as 
one of the wasteful costs of the fear of war. 
The goods for the stockpiles come from sup- 
plies some of which are too small to meet the 
needs of industry for making peace-time 
goods, and lay idle in storage. 


The cost in money is something, too. When 


tho planned stockpiles are completed, they 
will contain about $3,693,000,000 worth of 
goods. The sum is a kind of advance.pay-- 
mont on the noxt war, whether we have, it 
or not.

This is a great help to patient and 
dentist as delay in treatment makes for a much less 
favorable outcome than prompt treatment. 
In cases of broken or loosened teeth, an X-ray 


is made of the adjoining teeth on either side as 
there may be a fracture beneath the gums. 
When young, front teeth are knocked complete- 


ly, out of their sockets, the teeth are replanted it 
nossible before blood clots and film over roots, form, 
as this formation interferes with the fragments of 
fibrin taking a good, grip on the replanted tooth.

A gentleman, who was born In 
861, called me up to say I 'ought 
o touch on the old ice industry 
vhich used to employ some 3,000 
c 4,000 people around here in 
he wintertime! His grandfather, 
.bram Burhans, he said, built. the 


first ice house, Jtfo doubt it was 
around the 1850's, for he died in 
864. It was nortli of Ulster Land- 
ng. He says, some of the large 
ocal ice cpmpanies of .those dfiys 
ivere: The KnickerbocXer, New- 
ark and Jersey. One company 
owned some 16 ice houses from 
Rondout to Glasco, and some had 
hem dotted all along tho Hud- 
on river' nearly to' Albany. .One 
}f the. largest was at Flatbush 
which had 16 rooms. 
Many of the Hudson & Dela- 


ware boatmen (canal opened for 
business around 1828) who were 
hrown qiat of work when the 
canal froze for the winter wont 
o work harvesting ice. It was 
hen stored in ice houses along 
he" local waterways, and during 
he summer months, it would be 
oaded aboard 
ice scows and 
owed to the New York market. 
Millions of .tons of* this ice came 
rom this section.

Rondout which used to cater to 
he canal men, and ice harvesters 
were the old Transport Hotel, op-

Burhans' grandson further told 
me about the strange money- ex- 
change used in those days by the 
ce companies. Denominations of 
ilOO, 50 cents and 25 cents were 
nade up of paste board, in colqrs 
of green, yellow and blue, about 
% inch by 2 inches. Each com- 
pany had its own color denomina- 


ion. These were given out to the 
workers and gladly exchanged by 
the merchants for service nnd 
nerchandise. Later at the end of 
the ice season, representatives or 
-he ice companies came around to 
the various business houses to ex- 
change these colored tickets into 
real U. S. moriey. He says he re- 
members at that time, U. S. 
money was also made up in paper 
for the small denominations of 10 
cents, 25 cents and 50 cents. They 
were called "shin-plasters." Who 
remembers and perhaps StiH 9\vns 
some of these colored, tickets or 
old paper money?

Albany, N, Y., Feb. 1 UP)—New 


Yorkers are drinking less 
but 


riding more miles in moro private 
automobiles. 


They are wagering less money 


at the big nfme fiat racing tracks 
but betting jnjpre on the outcome 
of harness track events. 


Cigarette smoking . is leveling 


off. Consumption is expected to 
increase or decrease in the future 
in 
proportion 
to 
population 


changes. 
These conclusions are those of 
Governor Dewey and other state 
officials. New York keeps a close 
check on certain personal habits 
of the citizenry over and above 
those 
exercised 
by 
observant 


state police. 
There is a direct 
relationship 
between >the way citizens drink, 
motor, bet and smoke and 
the 


services they receive from 
the 
state. 
Dewey explained it all today in 
his 1949-50 budget message to the 
Legislature. The governor .didn't 
put it this bluntly, but various 
complicated tables and parts of 
the message told the story: 
The state worries a little bit 


when you and your friends and 
their friends, feel the pinch of 
rising living and liquor costs and 
cut down consumption. 
In 1946-47 the ,,war was over, 
restraints were 
off, employment 
was high, and the state collected 
$54,290,140 in alcoholic beverage 
taxes. It is estimated this will 
slump to $46,911,847 in the year 
ending March 31. Cautiously, the 
experts expect you to drink still 
less in 1949-50 and will be satis- 
fied if they collect $43,500,000.

jalopies, swollen by the whirling 
production lines in Detroit, fur- 
ther congest streets and highways, 
New York tax officials smile com- 
placently at the results: 


Gas Tax Income Gains 


Gasoline tax collections in the 
year ending March 31 now are 
expected to total $83,000,000, or 
over $6,000,000 more than a year 
ago. Current motor vehicle tax 
revenues are .expected ta reach 
$66,500,000 and to jump another 
$10,000,000 in 1949-50, as com- 
pared to $61,952,018 in 1947-48. 


Pari-mutuel betting- at New 
York flat tracks has slumped 
'steadily, the drop in flat track 
wagering being off-set somewhat 
by increased activity at harness 
racing courses. The peak wager- 
ing came in 1945-46, a year be- 
fore the period in which liquor 
sales reached a new peak. 


In 1945-46 the state took a cut
